The Tsetse lrly I'ountl Innocent. 


It used to be believed that the tsetse 


fly disease, that plague 
of African 


travel, was due to a poison natural to 
the tsetse fly, as the acrid secretion of 
ants or hornets are natural to those in- 
sects. A group of English "bacteriolo- 
gists have been investigating the dis- 
ease, and it is now known that the 
tsetse fly is the mere bearer of the dis- 
ease. The fly itseli; is the prey of a mi- 
nute animal organism, and when it 
sucks the blood of an ox, some of tho^e 
parasites enter the wound and multi- 
ply incredibly in the 
blood vessels. 


Specimens of the blood of affected an- 
imals have been shown under 
high 


magnification, and the tiny, eel-like 
parasites, not largei than blood cor- 
puscles, are seen in countless num- 
bers. Under another microscope a drop 
of fresh bloow was shown with the 
parasites actually alive and wrig- 
gling in 
disgusting 
activity. 
For 


comparison there were 
shown alive 


and dead, similar parasites found in- 
festing the blood of sewer rats in this 
country. 
Unfortunately these para- 


sites appear not to affect the health of 
the rats.

Fresh Fruit Pie. 


"Kindly thaw oxit a huckleberry pie 


for dinner," the housewife will say to 
her cook some day should certain ex- 
periments that are now being made in 
New York prove successful. 


A New York commission merchant 


is responsible for the attempt to "re- 
frigerate fresh, fruit pies made in the 
summer and hopes to dish them up all 
winter without causing them to suffer 
through a loss of flavor or quality. 
-He has gone into the tests with cau- 
tion and has made a careful study o£ 
the seductive dessert, giving close at- 
tention to the native product as raan- 
ufacturerd under the New York school 
of pie building. 
His first attempts 


failed because his freezing process v/as 
too slow. He found that by the time 
a, full-grown pie got rigid the crust had 
absorbed sufficient moisture to make 
it soggy 
when 
thawed out. He 


has since been arranging for a freez- 
ing power that would make a pie think 
It had been out all night in the Chil 
koot Pass. 


At his next Christmas dinner he de- 


clares that he will serve livv fresh 
fruit pies that were made under his 
wile's direction on the 4th of August. 
The works of art aic now slopping in 
his refrigerator in the laf-t tier of a 
downtown cold storage convcru. 


Cupolas Made of 1'aper. 


Paper cupolas for building are re- 


markable for their lightness. A cupo- 
la of that kind consists of from twen- 
ty-four to thirty separate pieces, mid 
is produced over a wooden model by 
pasting huge rolls of suitable paper 
one over the other. Every separate 
piece runs from the base to the top of 
the hemispherical roof of, the cupola, 
and thus forms 
a vault-like strip 


which is broad at the bottom and nar- 
row at the top. 


For the production of these sepa- 


rate parts of the cupola roll paper of 
very good quality is used, which is 
first cut into the requisite length and 
breadth, then moistened and stretched 
over the wooden model. 
Upon the 


first strip is pasted another, also mois- 
tened, over this a third, and so on un- 
til the necessary thickness is reached. 
The moistened strips of paper adhere 
firmly to each other and retain their 
concave 
shape, 
and 
after 
being 


drier! constitute hard, resist ins pieces, 
which are made weatherproof by oil- 
ing, 
polishing with hoi irons, asphalt- 


ing and varnishing, and are then put 
together in the shape of a round cu- 
pola.

Thr tuner s^do of th's 
saw, tbat is, the side toward ihe body 
of the log, ih flat, tii.o outer sude-oi U>e 
flange, which is the disk-of the saw, to

comes along, if it were permitted 'o 
hug the saw, the thm sheet of \\ooa 
would be burned or scorched by the 
friction. The saw is, of course, ad- 
justed to run with the greatest nicety, 
ai d the square lo^ that i-, t<> be saw- 
ed into veneers Js ug'.dly secured to the 
frame that cat lies it to the saw. 


The cut veneers ire bhave^l off on a 


simple but poweifal and costly ma- 
chine called a slice:-, m which the log, 
securely held on a moving 
fiame is 


brought against a knife held ugidly. 
The knife of a sheet is peihaps seven- 
teen feet m length, mad$ in tv o' paiU 
<>ach eight and a 1.4!f feet in length, 
but perfectly joined, making one con- 
tinuous knife seventeen feet Isng. The 
knife is set honzontally, edge upward, 
In the face o.f what is called the Tinife 
bed, 
which js a ponderous casting im- 


movably set. Extending along oye;.- 
the top of the knife bed, and above tlSe 
level of the knife edge is a massive 
casting called the cap.

the front of tho cap, horizontally, ju^t 
abov^ the knife edge, parallel with it 
and adjusted at a.lme back from it the 
thickness of the veneer that is to "be 
cut, 
is what is called the piessure bai 


The knife and the pressure bar, so held 
constitute in effect a gigantic -plane, 
which is not moved to cut the thick 
shaving that it is made to produce, but 
which is held secuiely while the log 
from which the shaung is taken is 
brought against it.
